WITHHOLD JUDGMENT 
O 
NE of the most amazing, and dramatic 
stories that I have ever read, appeared in 
the October Reader’s Digest, entitled “In a 
Great Man’s Shoes,” and written by the noted 
Walter B. Pitkin. It is too long to quote here, 
but I hope that thousands will read it. 
It 
explains how one great man— Woodrow Wil­ 
son—became one of the most misunderstood 
men of his time. 
We never know what pride— foolish pride 
—can do to wreck human happiness until we 
can get a peep behind the scenes, and then we 
are ashamed of our judgments and unkind 
thrusts of speech. 
I recall the instance of a 
friend of mine who alone knew of an incur­ 
able disease that was eating out his life, but 
who feverishly put his house in order, clean­ 
ed his desk, wrote up his assignments six 
months in advance, and then went home to 
die—with the light of triumph in his eyes. 
We can look into the face of a man, or 
woman, but we cannot look into his or her 
heart. 
There are secrets there that he or 
she alone holds sacred. Motives are invisible. 
Stories are told of the irritability of the 
late Joseph Conrad, but how few knew' the 
excruciating pain that he bore on account of 
an acute case of gout? 
And there was 
Carlyle, who flew into a rage at the crowing 
of a cock in the yard about his house. 
He 
was a dyspeptic a great part of his life. 
These, however, were aggravated eases, that 
their friends knew about. 
A certain false 
pride veils such handicaps from most of us, 
and so we misjudge, criticize, arid often 
wound beyond any power to heal. 
It is safe—and kind, to withhold judgment. 
We never know when we may be treading 
upon ground that wre may never see green 
again, or looking into a light that may soon 
be extinguished forever. 
It sounds prosaic 
to say—be kind. 
But its effect is to flood 
many a life with renewed courage and hope. 
Ifs an old saying—but ever new—if you 
cannot speak well of a person, don’t speak at 
all! 
Withhold judgment.

The Literary Guidepost 
By John Selby 


•JOHN D. ROCKEFELLER: THE HEROIC AGE OF 
AMERICAN 
ENTERPRISE," 
by 
Allan 
Nevins 
(Scribners; 2 volumes; $7.50). 
A LI AN NKVINS is again on the trail ut a Pulitzer 
award 
Tills time his candidacy rests in a su­ 
perb biography of John D. Rockefeller, subtitled "the 
Heroic Age of American Enterprise.'* 
It is the first 
work of its length and sweep to have reached an 
irreproachable level of candor and honesty, and It 
probably constitutes the definitive study of the man 
who brought the principles of consolidation in busi­ 
ness, and freedom in philanthropy, to perfection. 
It 
is am azing that such a book could be w ritten so soon 
after the death of its subject 
And what a subject! 
Usually Rockefeller has de­ 
feated biographers by ills cool reticence. 
Nevins has 
pulled the intim ate detail of his life out of hundreds 
of sources. 
He shows Rockefeller gleeful at having 
passed a dray with his team so close th a t the hubs 
of the two vehicles clicked. 
He shows him and Mrs. 
Rockefeller swimming in the lake at Forest Hill, near 
Cleveland, the wife was a perfect hairdo, and the 
husband apparently fully dressed, with a straw hat 
on his head. 
He shows him giving money with one hand, in the 
very early days, in exact proportion to the intake of 
the other hand. These gifts began in 1855 with a total 
for the year of $2.77. 
In 1878 the total had reached 
$23,000; it first cracked a million in 1892, in which 
year the sum was $1,353,520.70, One wonders who got 
the 70 cents. 
One wonders also how Nevins managed to crawl 
through Hie maze of statistics and accusations and 
explanations during the years Rockefeller was buying 
up the oil world. 
Nearly every transaction of the 
poi md can be interpreted at least two ways, and 
usually the interpretation has been unfavorable to the 
elder Rockefeller. 
Nevins is not writing an apology, 
yet lie cannot avoid showing th a t very often Rocke­ 
feller acted wholly within the ethical pattern of the 
period. 
Rockefeller established early the principle in his 
philanthropy of requiring others to give in just pro­ 
portion as a condition of his own participation 
Like­ 
wise, in the duys of huge gifts, he was almost unique 
in giving trusted adm inistrators absolute control of 
the vast sums appropriated. 
It all makes a book without which tilt* mosaic of 
the period could not be complete
